Tbe stocks o£ canned s?oods are not 
cleaned up as they should be at tfris 
time; the dried fruit market is paral- 
yzed— demoralization but feebly ex- 
presses the situation. The fruit eaten 
out of band in this Stats is hardly 
worth considering in couipari;on with 
tbe aiuovmt croduced. Tlie runners 
use Inrpe quantities; but if the fruit 
that is dried and sent East sliould fall 
on the market it would knooK it to 
smithereens, and tbe fortunes of tbe 
fruit men, with their fruit, would fad 
to the ground and shrivel up. 


The Jlejiuricr'x answer to the ques- 


tion is. as we gather it, that a more 
thorough and complete organization 
of fruit growers on the lines already 
laid down by the Fruit t'nion and 
the llriuil Fruit Association is tbe 
only remedy in sight.
